And What Have You

This fall in the general election the 
voters of Texas will be given the 
opportunity to vote on letting the 
Legislature rewrite the state’s con­ 
stitution. This will be one of many 
amendments to our present patched 
up constitution that will come before 
the voters. 
This is one amendment that we feel 
needs to be passed and if it is passed 
we have a few suggestions for the 
Legislature when it comes time to 
write a new constitution. 
We feel that it has become obvious 
that our representatives need to be 
paid better than we are currently 
paying them and at the same time we 
need to curtail their almost unlimited 
expense accounts. 
And one of the best ways we can 
think of to increase their salaries and 
at the same time not increase the cost 
to the state too much is to cut down on 
the number of people we send to 
Austin. 
Texas has always had two Houses, 
the House of Representatives and the 
Senate. This of course, is patterned 
after our federal system of govern­ 
ment and probably served a good 
purpose in the beginning. 
Like the federal system, ours was 
based on the idea that the House of 
Representatives would be based on 
population and the Senate would be 
based on geographic areas. This 
works on the federal level and worked 
on the state level until the federal 
courts got into the act. 
Now that the Supreme Court has 
ruled that both houses of the state 
Legislature must 
be based on 
population, we can see no need to 
have the two houses. It would seem to 
us that you could just eliminate the 
State Senators and add that money to 
the 
monies 
you 
pay 
the 
State 
Representatives. 
Under the old system regional 
areas were protected by having 
representation in the senate but this is 
no longer the case. Now if you are 
going to be out voted in the House you 
are likely to be outvoted in the Senate. 
Either your State Senator votes 
along with your State Representative 
on any given local issue, or statewide 
issue for that matter, or else one of 
them is not representing you. And in 
most cases it will be the Senator who 
fails to represent you because he 
represents too large an area. 
A good case in point is the new 
district that Taylor County finds itself 
in. Their Senator must represent both 
Abilene and Waco, two cities and 
areas that have very little in com­ 
mon. Each of these two cities will 
have their own representatives in the 
House where their interests can be 
protected but their Senator is likely to 
find himself caught in the middle on a 
great many issues. 
It just seems to me that the people 
would be represented just as well or 
maybe even better if we just did away 
with the Senate and apply this money 
to the Representatives. 
Not only would we save an in­ 
dividual salaries but we would save 
the expense of operating the Senate, 
which is considerable. 
A number of states have had only 
one House for a great many years and 
when you take out the regional con­ 
cept of the Senate you just about 
eliminate its only purpose. 
We would also like to see our 
representatives paid a 
certain 
amount to operate their office, which 
would include their salary. Then if 
they want to put a bunch of friends or 
relatives on the state payroll it would 
just come out of their own pocket. You 
could forget worrying about who is 
hiring whose kids, wives, or other 
relatives and just judge them on what 
kind of job they are doing for those 
they are serving. 
The way things are now, we are not 
even paying our representatives 
enough to pay their motel bills while 
they are in Austin.

Board Raises District 
School Taxes By 9t 


The Board of Trustees of the 
H am lin Independent School 
District voted in regular session 
here Monday evening to in­ 
crease the tax rate of the local 
district to m eet the needs of the 
com ing year. The board in­ 
creased the rate from a total of 
$1.41 to $1 50 per $100 valuation. 
The increase was brought on 
by a projected decline in the oil 
values within the district for the 
com ing year and an increase in 
P U roll and other expenses. The 
oil valuation is expected to drop 
$900,000 to $1,000,000 from this 
past year. 


The bond rate w as increased 
from 25 cents to 28 cents and the 
local 
m aintenance 
rate 
was 
increased from $1.16 to $1.22. 
This is a 6.3 percent increase 
over last year.

salaries for the com ing year is 
for an additional bookkeeper 
which will be required for the 
new system required by the 
state.

Oil, Gas Production In 


County Nears $9 Million

Sale of Jones County oil and 
gas production accounted for 
$8,716,290 
of 
the 
co u n ty ’s 
econom ic output for 1971, ac­ 
cording to a study by Texas 
Mid-Continent Oil & Gas Assn. 
In producing 2,445,463 barrels 
of crude oil and 712.2 million cu. 
ft. of natural gas, the county 
ranked 111th in Texas. Value of 
its crude oil was $8,608,030; 
natural gas value w as $108,260. 
The 
county is 
am ong 
190 
Texas counties with oil and gas 
production 
valu e 
topping 
$100,000, although 211 counties 
produce oil and gas. 
“Jones County oil and gas 
wells made a significant con­ 
tribution to T exas’ share of the 
nation’s energy needs last year, 
but growing dem and is sapping 
reserves in Texas faster than 
they can be replaced,” Robert 
A. 
B u schm an, 
A ssociation 
president, said. “As fewer new 
fields are discovered, due to 
less 
drilling, 
the 
continuing 
strong economy and tax base of 
many Texas counties may now 


depend on updating Texas oil 
conservation laws to encourage 
wider use 
of 
new 
recovery 
technology,” he said. 
The Association study showed 
that 
Jones 
County 
farm ers, 
ranchers, 
and 
other royalty 
owners received $1,089,536 as 
their share of the production. 
The county’s w ells generated 
$395,969 in crude oil production 
taxes for state governm ent and 
$8,119 in state taxes on natural 
gas. 
Oil and gas producers 
spent $993,118 in drilling 49 wells 
in the county last year, $444,808 
of which was lost in drilling 28 
dry holes. 
T ex a s E m p loym en t 
Com ­ 
mission figures showed 219 oil 
and gas industry em ployees in 
the county 
last year, with an 
annual payroll of $1,485,5%. 
Processing plants also added 
to the county’s econom y. The 
Oil and Gas Journal lists one 
refinery with a capacity of 3,000 
barrels a day, and one natural 
gasoline plant with 
a 
daily 
capacity of 20 million cu. ft.

Fisher Nears $25 Million

Sale of Fisher County oil and 
gas production accounted for 
$24,843,916 of the 
county’s 
economic output for 1971, ac­ 
cording to a study by Texas 
Mid-Continent Oil & Gas Assn. 


In producing 6,604,854 barrels 
of crude oil and 10.5 billion cu. 
ft. of natural gas, the county 
ranked 60th in Texas. Value of 
its crude oil was $23,249,086; 
natural 
gas 
value 
w as 
$1,594,830. 
The county is among 
190 
Texas counties with oil and gas 
production 
value 
topping 
$100,000, although 211 counties 
produce oil and gas. 


‘‘Fisher County oil and gas 
wells made a significant con­ 
tribution to Texas’ share of the 
nation’s energy needs last year, 
but growing demand is sapping 
reserves in Texas faster than 
they can be replaced,” Robert 
A 
Buschm an, 
A ssociation 
president, said. “As fewer new 
fields are discovered, due to 
less 
drilling, 
the 
continuing 
strong economy and tax base of 


many Texas counties may now 
depend on updating Texas oil 
conservation laws to encourage 
wider use of 
new 
recovery 
technology,” he said. 
The 
A ssociation 
study 
show ed that F isher County 
farmers, ranchers, and other 
royalty 
ow ners 
received 
$3,105,490 as their share of the 
production. 
The county’s wells generated 
$1,069,458 in crude oil produc­ 
tion taxes for state government 
and $119,612 in state taxes on 
natural 
gas. 
Oil 
and 
gas 
producers spent $808,148 in 
drilling 38 wells in the county 
last year, $285,948 of which was 
lost in drilling 18 dry holes. 
T exas E m ploym ent Com ­ 
mission figures showed 52 oil 
and gas industry employees in 
the county last year, with an 
annual payroll of $388,924. 
Processing plants also added 
to the county’s economy. The 
Oil and Gas Journal lists two 
natural gasoline plants, with a 
daily combined capacity of ll 
million c. ft.

Mrs. George Wallace, wife of 
the Alabama Governor, had six 
security men surrounding her 
when she moved around the 
corridors of the hotel. 
When Vice President Spiro 
Agnew arrived, Secret Service 
men were all over the place. 
Even the hotel employees wore 
photo 
ident 
badges 
— 
reminiscent of defense plant 
and Navy installation days of 
World War II. We heard no 
complaints — except from one 
elderly hotel janitor who kept 
picking up walky-taiky con­ 
versations between the security 
police on his hearing aid. 
The three-day program of the 
state’s chief executives was an 
“ economic war’’ of sorts. 
Principal topics of the con­ 
ference revealed that financial 
problems 
are their top con­ 
cerns — as they 
reviewed 
revenue 
sharing 
with 
the 
Federal government, financing 
of elementary and secondary 
education 
and funding the 
“ war” against crime and drugs. 
Host Governor Preston Smith 
and his staff and a hospitable 
Houston made the serious 
problems easier to study with a 
well-rounded entertainment 
program for the Governors, 
their families and staffs. An 
outdoor pool-side Texas western 
party, (appropriately by the 
world’s largest swimming pool, 
according to the hotel staff), an 
excellent 
transportation 
organization delivering guests 
to all Houston entertainment 
and tourist facilities — and a 
formal 
ball 
with 
Duke 
Ellington’s Orchestra com­ 
pleted the lighter side of the 
serious meet. 
Other important topics of 
interest to Texans covered at 
the Conference were: diver­ 
sification of industry to rural 
areas, a resolution requesting 
the appointment of a farmer as 
next Secretary of Agriculture of 
the United States; a NASA 
economic impact report for the 
states and the role of the states 
in national growth patterns. 
National 
political intrigue 
made the 
Conference 
more 
interesting with visits from Sen. 
George McGovern and Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey — and the 
appearance of Mrs. Wallace. 
SPEC IA L SESSION M EETS 
— The Legislature convened in 
special 
session 
at 
midweek 
under lame duck leadership in 
both houses and the governor’s 
office. 
Gov. Preston Smith, defeated 
in his bid for re-election, 
pledged to offer a 1973 budget 
which would require no new 
taxes and, indeed, to allow no 
consideration of taxation. 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes, also 
defeated for governor, 
said 
Smith should show lawmakers 
how he proposes to trim ap­ 
propriations. 
House Speaker Rayford Price 
was defeated in his home 
district, as was Rep. Bill Finck 
of San Antonio, chairman of the 
budget-writing 
House 
ap­ 
propriations committee. 
Legislative Budget Board — 
which includes Barnes, Price 
and Finck among its members 
— calculated 
that even a 
"tig h t” 1973 budget would 
require $89.2 million in new 
revenue. 
After a day-long session, the 
Board concluded its staff would 
just have to get together with 
Smith and see what he had on 
his mind. 
The LBB staff-drawn budget 
called for $828.2 million in 
spending during the next fiscal 


year — or $89.2 million less than 
the revenue forecast. 
Virtually certain to land on 
the special session agenda is 
new state officials’ code of 
ethics legislation. Barnes said 
he will press for such a bill, and 
a House 
committee prepared 
its own version. 
LEG ISLA T U R E 
A LTERED 
— Prim ary elections assured a 
drastic shakeup among rank 
and file 
members 
of the 
legislature as well as the top 
leadership. 
There will be at least 76 new 
members in the House of 
Representatives — a majority. 
The turnover rate is the highest 
since 1953 when 88 freshmen 
representatives took office. The 
November general elections 
may remove a few more of the 
incumbents, and no more than 
74 present House members are 
assured of returning. 
The Senate turnover rate is 
almost high. At least fifteen of 
31 
senators will be freshmen 
next year, and Republicans 
conceivably could gain another 
place. 
Former House Speaker Gus 
Mutcher 
was 
among 
the 
veteran incumbents defeated. 
Defeat of Price in the House 
set off another scramble for 
speaker. Rep. Price Daniel of 
Liberty claimed he already had 
the job racked up with 89 to IOO 
votes. Rep. Frank Calhoun of 
Abilene challenged him last 
week, expressed doubt that 
Daniel had anywhere near a 
majority and said he will begin 
his own campaign with about 50 
dependable votes from moder­ 
ates and conservatives.

nearly $400,000, and a better, 
cheaper system has to be found, 
according to Secretary of State 
Boh Bullock. 
Bullock advocated future 
primary elections to be held and 
financed through county clerks’ 
offices, with single polling 
places serving both major 
parties. 
Such a system, said Bullock, 
would reduce primary costs by 
at least a third and increase 
efficiency. Bullock said he 
distributed $1.6 m illion to 
Democratic committees and 
$3%,709 to Republican groups to 
pay the bulk of local primary 
costs.
